Law Question. At the session of the Muni- 


cipal Court on Wednesday, the Honourable 
Judge informed the editor of this paper, that 
some difficulties existed in his mind, respecting 
the arrangements agreed upon by the county 
aitorney and the defendant, in the approachirg 
trial for a libel on J. N. Maffitt. The view of 
the honourable judge appeared to be this; 
if the constitution guarantees to the defenda:t 
in an indictment for a libel, the right to plead 
the truth of the charges in justification of the 
publication, it is a right which. he holds inde- | 
pendent of the concession of the attorney for 
the commonwealth ; if the defendant does not 
inherit that right it might be a question whether 
the concession of the a‘torney for the common- 
wealth can give it to him; and wished there- 
fore, that the defendant, before introducing his 
witnesses to prove the truth of his publication, 
might satisfy the court that he had the right to 
do so by law or concession of the attorney. In 
consequence of this unexpected difficulty, it is 
‘ possible that, before the case is submitted to 
the jury, there may be an argument on a ques. 
tien involving an individual right, which, it is 
believed has never before been doubted, viz. 
Whether a defendant may introduce testimony 
to the jury which the counsel for the prosecu- 
tion consents shall be introduced ; or in other 
words, whether the commonwealth and an in- 
dividua! may agree upon the terms on which 
they wii! settle their own disputes.

“* The approach to the boxes is from Chesnut-street, 
through a close arcade of five entrances opening iu a 
vestibule of 58 feet long, by & feet in width, commenc- 
ing at each end with the box office and a with-draw- 
ing room for ladies. From the vestibule are screen 
doors, immediately opposite and corresponding with 
the openings of the arcade, leading into spacious lob- 
bies warmed with fire-proof furnaces, and calculated 
to contain upwards of 1000 persons.

Th@peculiar form given to this part of the house 
places the mass of the audience within 35 feet of the 
Stage—sccuring to them the important object of dis- 
unct sourd aud perfect scenic view, an advantage 
which the best Theatres in Europe do not possess, al- 
though they may exceed it in magnitude. . 

The dome is 46-feet in diameter rising six feet to 
the crown, which is perforated and formed into a venti- 
lator, from which is suspended an elegant chandelier 
9 feet in diameter, containing 62 patent lamps en- 
riched with appropriate ornaments. 

‘The effect produced by this concentration of light 
will be great, inas much as the whole of the audience 
part of the house can be brilliantly illuminated with- 
out cesorting to the detached lamps that have been in 
common use, and which is destructive to finished de- 
Coration. 

‘The proscenium is 46 feet by 25 feet, an openi 
well calculated to exhibit the best exhibitions Of the 
Drama. J he 'Tympanum immediately over the centre 
of the Stage is chastely decorated with an appropriate 
design, exhibiting the claims of ‘Uhalia and Melpomene 
to the genius of Shakspeare—over which is seen the 
motto ‘** ‘To raise the genius and to mend the heart.”

VERMAY’S PICTURE OF GUATIMOZIN. 

The subject of this picture is taken irom ao 
event which is recorded in all the histories of 
the conquest of Mexico. It happened after the 
surrender of that city by the emperor Guatimo- 
zin, who had been elevated to the throne after 
the death of Montezuma. The siege lasted 
eighiy-tive days, during which time Guatimozin 
immortalized his name as a geeat warrior, by 
his skill and feats of valour. ; 

The immoderate Joy of the Spaniards at their 
success, was much abated, when they found 
this unfortunate city in ruins, aad that all the 
vast treasures of its monarchs, and of its tem- 
ples, had disappeared. Guatimozin, who had 
foreseen his destiny, had caused al! ,:ese rich- 
es to be thrown into the lake. 

This revenge of the Mexicans had excited 
the minds of the Spanish soldiery into « state of 
disappointment and rage. Julian de Eiderete, 
(treasurer to the emperor Charles V.) who had 


' expected to share in the booty, was the leader 


of these malecontents, and he endeavoured to 
rouse them against Cortes, for not employing 
better means in sceking for it. Many reports 
were spread to tarnish his honour, and, amongst 
the rest, that he had shared the treasure. with 
the Mesicons. Cortes, after employing en- 
treatics and promises to calm the spirits of his 
army without effect, found himseif under the 
painful necessity of giving full powers to Elde- 
rete to extort the secret from the emperor, and 
the Caziqne of Tacuba. 

Elderete ordered that Guatimozin and his fa- 
vourite should be put to the torture, by placing 
their feet on burning coals, to bring them to a 
confession of the hiding place. Guatimozin 
bore his torment with all the fierce courage of 
an American warrior, but the poor Cazique, 
overcome by Lis sufferings, dared to cast a sup- 
plicatiug look to his emperor, who, turning 
towards him, with an hercic tranquillity, said— 
** Do you believe that | am reposing on a bed 
of flowers?” ‘This reproach close the lips 
of the Cazique, who expired, witbout a groan, 
in this »ci of obedience to his sovereign. 

Cories 1s supposed to enter at the eventful 
moment of the emperor’s answer to his friend. 
He feels the deepest indignation at the conduct 
of the treasurer. He sees the wife of Guati- 
mozin, (daughter of Montezuma,) and his child, 
and aged mother, at the feet of Elderete, who 
is so anxious to hear the secret, that he does 
not sce them, nor hear their supplications. 

History tells us that Cortes ordered the im- 
mediate removal of Guatimozin from the pile.

Tae Treapinc Mint. We have visited this new 
and we doubt not powerful machine, in the reforma- 
tion of vice and prevention at well as punishinent of 
crime, Itis erected in a building provided for the pur- 
pose, at the Penitentiary establishment, and consists of 
two long wheels, turned like a squirrel’s rolling cage, 
only that the weicht is applied cutside instead of inside 
of the bar or steps. Each wheel is long enough for 16 
persons to stand upon it torciher, supported by a hand | 
rail, shifting their feet with short and quick steps, to 
prevent being without support by the foothold, rolling 
inwards from under then. A screen soparates the two 
wheels, each of which, interlocked by ordivary ma- 
chiaery with cach other, is moved by the weight or 
specific gravity of 16 persons, and the whole force ap- 
plied, in an adjoining apartment, to the movement of 
two pair of mill-siones, which grind the usual quantity 
produced by that ainount of power.— Each wheel is at- 
tended by thirty-two persons (one by males and the 
other by females) one balf of whom are employed in 
exercise or jabor, while the others are at rest ; at the 
sound of a bell. striking about once each half minute, 
the person at one end of the wheel stepping off, the 
re:nainder moving down, and another stepping on at 
the head. Thus each person is employed, eight hours 
a day, alternately in exercise and rest, eight minutes 
at each interval, from eightin the morning to four in 
the afternoon, ‘The effect of this disc*>line, it is be- 
lieved, will be of the most salutary and unequivocal 
nature Although the employment at first appears 
light and easy, it is already found by experience, pro- 
bably from its uuremitted regularity, in itself the dread 
of the idle and pretligate, to have a serious and lasting 
effect on its subjects. ‘The prisoners are daily com- 
plaining of indispesition or fatigue, and taken trom the 
wheels by direction of the physician. A register is 
kept of their services, and but very few, if any, it is 
confidently expected, after being once discharged from 
this cage, will merit a return to the treading mull.
